New York, Oct. 8 —(JP)— Gov. 
Thomas E. Dewey said today this 
nation "will not be satisfied until 
the curse of slums and tenements 
is lifted from every American fam- 
ily." 


The G.O.P. presidential nominee 
pledged if he is elected that federal 
aid will be made available for slum 
clearance projects on a' "realistic, 
practical basis."

A few minutes later he joined in

E. Smith housing project. 


It is a New York City project fi- 
nanced with state aid to provide 
homes for 7,000 persons in the area 
where Smith grew to manhood. 
"'Asserting the country faces "a 
gigantic housing deficit," Dewey said 
the federal government must pitch 
in and help local communities in 
some instances "to get action." 


He said American builders were 
putting up 1,000,000 new homes this 
year, adding: 


"That is good. But it is not nearly 
good enough."

Green, Stevenson Would 
Revise State Constitution 


Chicago, Oct. 
8—WJ—Speaking 
from the same platform for the first 
time in the campaign, both the Re- 
publican and the Demoi^ratic nom- 
inees for governor promised today 
to work for constitutional revision 
and against any state income tax. 


But they differed somewhat in 
their ideas on how to hurdle the dif- 
ficult and long-standing barriers to 
rewriting the 1870 Illinois charter. 


Republican Gov. Dwight H. Green 
suggested education of the voters 
and a general understanding and 
unity by political leaders, plus some 
sort of compromise to gain "mutual 
respect between Chicago and down- 
state." 


Democrat Adlai E. Stevenson said 
in effect that he agreed with such 
efforts. But 
he declared 
that 
it 
could be done quickly by the so- 
called 
"party 
circle" bills 
which 
Green vetoed in 1945. 


Green vetoed the bills because his 
GOP attorney general, George F. 
Barrett, said they were imconstitu- 
tional. Stevenson said he didn't agi-ee 
with Barrett, and that since some 
other states had enacted party cir- 
cle bills, Illinois could, too.

The party circle bills are designed 
to get around the perennial failm-e 
oi; voters to mark separate ballots 
listing the constitutional question—i 
whether for convention rewriting or 
for partial amendment. 


The Constitution now requires a 
majority of all votes cast in an elec- 
tion for adoption of such questions. 
Thus, failure to vote is in effect a 
vote against the question. 


Under the party circle method, 
the voter could vote for constitution- 
al revision by voting in the party 
circle, or "straight ticket," for the 
party which formally had endorsed 
the proposal. 


Both Stevenson and Green gave

The league 
has long been ti-ying to have the 
state's basic law rewritten by a con- 
vention.

American Incomes 
Hit Unprecedented 
Heights In August 


Washington, Oct. 8—f^)—Ameri- 
cans picked up personal income at a 
record-smashing rate of $215,000,- 
000,000 a year in August, the Com- 
merce Department reported today. 


On the basis of the census bureau's 
latest estimate of 146,000,000 popu- 
lation, this was at the rate of $1,479 
a year for every man, woman and 
child in the United States.

figure repregente'd 
a 
$2,000,000,000 jump over July's pre- 
vious high rate. 


The department said the huge in- 
crease resulted 
chiefly from 
pay 
boosts for factory workers and gov- 
ernment employes, plus an increase 
in the number of persons employed 
in farming and trade. 


Wage and salary payments hit a 
record high, accounting for $136,900,- 
000,000 of the annual total rate for 
personal incomes. 


The department said farmers' in- 
come dropped because their market- 
ings fell off, but they were still doing 
all right. 
Farmei's' net income for 
the first eight months of 1948 was 
figured at an annual rate ot $18,- 
400,000,000, or 18 per cent higher 
than last year's rate for the eight- 
month period. 


Ü.S. Embassy In 
Moscow Seéks To 
Clarify Position 


INCREASE BERLINERS 
FOOD RATIONS 


Berlin, Oct. 8 — A U 
Gcmuns 
in the three western sectors of Ber- 
iin were given an increase in food- 
rations tonight despite the Russian 
blockade which forces all food to 
be imported by air. 


Maj. Gen. £. O. Herbert, British 
cmnmandant in Berlin, announced a 
blanket increase of 200 cainrws a day 
for all types of ration card IkM^s. 
The increase will go into effect Nov. 
1. 


It will apply to the American and 
French sectors as well as the British. 


Wàshington, Oct. S — (/F) — The 
State Department said today the 
American embassy in Moscow is 
seeking clarification from the Soviet 
government of restrictions on the 
movements of American and othef 
foreign diplomats in Russia. 


The restrictions, the tiepartment 
said cm Monda;*, had thi^ effect of 
confining foreigners to "Moscow city 
limits." But today Aifierican Ifajor 
General John W. O'Daniel left Mos- 
cow on a trip of several hundred 
miles to Stalinfhid. 


Gen. O'Daniel is the new Uzlited 
States military attache. A dispatch 
said he had official permission for 
the trip frtHn Soviet military author- 
ities and was not required to take a 
Russian escort. O'Daniel ssked Rus- 
sian military officials'for permissitm 
to visit Stalingrad on the same day 
(Sept. 30) that the new travel re- 
strictions were announced.

Two deep rlashes, ap- 
parently inflicted from behind, split 
his skull.

¥OG AROUND HENRY WALLACE 


On the day when he virtually conceded the 1948 
presidential election to someone else, Henry Wallace said 
to his campaign manager, C. B. Baldwin, "WeVe got to 
Jjgild a partv, Beanie, we've got to build a party." 


The first fruits of this belated advice are exhibited m 
Mr. Baldwin's announcement that the third party is en- 
dorsing or withdrawing oppositioii from some 25 liberal 
democratic candidates for Congress. This adds another 
touch of contradiction and confusion to one of the most il- 
logical of the serious political movements in our history. 


Apparently the move is intended to provide a wedge 
fbr Mr. Wallace's re-entry into the Democratic Party, or 
at least its non-Dixiecrat branch, in time for 1952. It is an 
obvious bid for the support of the Roosevelt family, the 
Wilson Wyatts and Chester Bowleses and Helen Douglases 
and others who decided, early in the game, that fdr all 
their New Deal sympathies they wouldn't touch the Com- 
munist-rigged movement of ex-New Dealer Wallace. 


It is also an obvious bid for the labor vote, whose 
leaders have stayed away from Mr. Wallace as pointedly 
as the rest of the big-name New Dealers and millions of 
others who supported Franklin D. Roosevelt. Perhaps, as 
some have surmised, it is a concession to the more- mode- 
rate elements of the Wallace party, but that is open to 
question. 


-One thing seems evident, however, Mr. Wallace has 
made his move too late. This latest about-face does not 
square with the general tone of a campaign which one 
political writer has aptly wrapped up in the slogan, "My 
Country, Always Wrong." 


It is interesting to note that Mr. Baldwin, in an- 
nouncing the switch, admitted that third-party endorse- 
ment of a candidate could amount to a kiss of death. In 
explaining why third party candidates had been with- 
drawn from several races, he spoke of "pressure and 
threats of withdrawal of financial support exerted on 
many Democrats if they accepted our endorsement." 


"in choosing the candidates that it would support, the 
third party used the CIO yardstick for determining the 
Iiberalitv of congressional incumbents from their voting 
record, this is the same CIO that Mr. Wallace has accused 
of many grievous errors, including working for the in- 
terests of those monsters of reaction, the steel industry. 


And in choosing the party of its newly-chosen candi- 
dates, the Wallaceites picked one which, according to 
their standard-bearer, is indistinguishable from the Re- 
publicans in such matters as eagerness for war, control by 
Wall Street, and the taking of candy away from babies. 


So if voters were puzzled about what the third party 
stood for before, outside of a blanket apology for every- 
thing done by the Kremlin, they must be doubly puzzled 
now. They are confronted by the spectacle of Mr. Wallace 
still going arounH the country roundly condemning the 
party of a couple dozen candidates that his own party is 
trying to get elected. 


About the only clear thing that emerges from this 
thickening political fog is the picture of the presidential 
candidate himself, who is looking less like a mystic re- 
former. and misguided messiah, and more like a politician 
who doesn't care much what else happens so long as he 
ran help defeat the man who embarrassed him by giving 
I him a boot out of the Cabinet and, indirectly, prevented 
: him from sitting in the White House today.

Fall River, Mass.—(#>)—A chief in- 
dustrial problem in this old New 
England textile capital is the refusal 
of men to do "women's work." 


It is also a leading cause of male 
unemployment. 


This is a happy hunting ground 
for a bachelor looking for a wife. He 
can pick and choose. For women 
outnumber men by a 12-to-ll mar- 
gin, a ratio of the sexes opposite to 
that in western sections of the 
country. 


One reason is the heavy concen- 
tration of women in garment in- 
dustries here. A number of plant 
owner.? as well as union officials 
would like to break up this con 
centration. But so far they ve met 
with little success. 
Men More Stable Workers 


The owners originally brought in 
women because they worked for 
lower wages,'.' said one man familiar 
with the industry's problems. "But 
now they would like to get more 
men. They've found men are more 
stable workers. And the union lead- 
ers want the men, too, because they 
feel men make better union mem- 
bers. 


But many men hereabouts just 
won't go to work at the machines 
which turn out large quantities of 
the nation's dresses, pajamas and 
lingerie. They feel it is "sissv work" 
and dislike job6 in factories where a 
majority of their co-workers are wo 
men. 


This is largely a local prejudice. 
But the prejudice, however outworn, 
is real. There are some 2,000 men, 
including 800 war veterans, unem- 
ployed here. Yet the daily news 
paper carries every afternoon large 
ads for unfilled garment factory Jobs 
paying up to $85 a week. 
Seek To Avoid Mistake 


Like many New England commu- 
nities, Fall River Is seeking to avoid 
the economic mistake it made in the 
past of putting all its eggs in one 
basket^-the textile business. 


At one time this area was the 
world's leading producer of textiles. 
It was as dependent on weaving 
cotton as the old south was on grow- 
ing cotton. 


But its markets, bolstered by the 
first World War, collapsed in 1927-28 
in the face of ruinous competition 
from more cheaply produced cloth 
manufactured in the southern states 
and Japan. 


We lost 50 per cent of our textile 
business over a 10-year period," one 
man said. Another put it even more 
succinctly: 


"The mill business just went to 
hell here."

Varied Industries 


More and more Fall River has 
gone in for diversification. 
New 
s m a l l 
industries 
manufacturing 
other products have moved into the 
great mills that long stood empty. 
The city now has a growing oil stor- 
age terminal, a rubber plant, and 
factories that turn out specialized 
and quality cloth goods. It is also 
making an all-out effort to attract 
the heavy industry that will give it 
the well-rounded economy it wants. 


What is true here is true in other 
northeastern cities. 


Even in the blackest period of the 
depression the population — 115,000 
to 120,000—remained fairly stable. 
The New Englander has learned—a 
century after his forebears rushed 
to California for the gold so few 
every found—that prosperity begins 
at home, if you have the courage 
to try new ways.

the 1948 world series. 


In sending the American league 
champions out in front, two tri- 
umphs to one. in the big play-off, 
Bearden allowed only five hits scat- 
tered over as many inning and him- 
self scored the deciding run of the 
game after powering a long double 
to right field in the third inning. 


The shut-out was 
the 
second 
pitched since the series opened two 
days ago in Boston. Johnny Sain 
stopped the Indians, l.to 0, in the 
starter—the 
spectacular 
duel 
in 
which Bobby Feller lost a two-hit- 
ter. 
Indians Aren't Blasting 


Despite the exhortations of their 
delirious 
followers, 
the 
Indians 
themselves did little serious club- 
bing against the three Boston fling- 
ers they faced Their total hit out- 
put was only five, but they were 
fortunate in bunching four of them 
in their two scoring innings, the 
third and fourth. 


Vern Bickford, rookie righthander, 
gave up both Cleveland runs before 
he was derricked in favor of Bill 
Voiselle with the bases loaded in the 
fourth. Voiselle and Red Barrett, 
who hurled the final frame, allowed 
the tribe only one hit the rest of the 
way, a harmless single by Larry 
Doby in the seventh. 


An amazing feature of Bearden's 
great performance was the fact he 
was pitching his third vital game in 
seven days Only last Saturday the 
tall southpaw shut out Detroit here 
to keep the Indians in the torrid 
American league finish, 
and on 
Monday in Boston he beat the heart 
out of thé Red Sox in'a 
sudden- 
death play-off for the pennant. 
Wonderful Control 


His control was so superb Friday 
that he issued not a single walk. He 
struck out four, and toward the last 
the Braves were so desperate for 
afty kind of a hit that they were 
bunting to lead off an inning. That 
worked no better than anything 
else. 


^Bearden, who was wdunded in the 
fighting in the Pacific and is 
a 
weil patched-up athlete, permitted 
only four balls to be swatted to his 
outfielders. He handled six chances 
himself as the Boston batters top 
ped his down-breaking curves into 
the turf. 


Lack of control led to Bickford's 
downfall. Just as it did to that of 
his teammate, Warren Spahn, in 
Thursday's game at Boston.

rookie issued five passes while he 
Was in there, and one of them led 
to Cleveland's second run in the 
fourth inning 


For two frames the Indians futile- 
ly swung at the youngster's slants, 
and it wasn't until Bearden rocket- 
ed one off the right field wall with 
one out in the third that the crowd 
had anything to cheer about

Apparently rattled by the blow, 
Bickford walked Dale Mitchell on 
five pitches to bring 
up 
Doby, 
Cleveland's fleet negro centerfielder, 
and then it happened. 


Doby slapped a hard 
grounder 
down to little Eddie Stanky at sec- 
ond, and the latter wheeled 
and 
snapped to Alvin 
Dark, 
Braves' 
shortstop, for a forceout Dark, in 
his anxiety to complete a double 
play, pegged high over Frank Mc- 
Cormick's noggin at first, and Bear- 
den easily dug on around to score. 


It was the third error for Dark in 
the past two days, and it was rough 
on his fellow rookie Bickford. But 
the righthander averted the final 
blowoff until the next inning. 


He opened the fourth by serving 
his fifth walk to Ken Keltner. Walt

struck out, but Big Ed Robinson 
followed with a single to left and

placed. 
Puts Out Five 


Voiselle, the eccentric righthander 
who used to hurl for the New York 
Giants, turned in a commendable 
job of stopping the riot. He retired 
the side without another 
run as 
Mitchell and Doby failed to hit be- 
yond the infield. In all, the man 
from Ninety-Six, 
South Carolina, 
served to a dozen Indians ' batters 
before he retired for a pinch-hitter 
in the eighth, and h? gave up one 
small single. 


All this relief pitching was wasted', 
however, as Bearden wove his magic 
spell over the collection of ath- 
letes whom Billy Southworth some- 
how drove to a National league flag. 
Something like four cut of every 
five of 
Bearden's 
pitches 
were 
kuncklers, which dipped and wob 
bled across the plate, and it was 
next to impossible to get the wood 
on them squarely. 


The only Brave to reach third 
base was Stanky, the gamester who 
recovered from & mid-season ankle 
break just in time to compete in the 
money series.

That was the closest the Braves 
came to scoring, In a sense, tough 
Stanky walloped a long one to left 
in the fifth which curvet foul only 
an instant before it plunged into the 
grandstand seats some 330 feet from 


the plate. 


Thanks to two double killings be- 
hind him, Bearden left only three 
Boston on base. In his three near- 
ly-perfect exhibitions in seven days: 
the 28-year-old southpaw distribut- 
ed a total of one earned run—to the 
Red Sox last Monday—an examin- 
ation of the box scores disclosed to- 
night. That is pitching. 


Friday's game, one of the short- 
est on world series record, came very 
nearly not starting at all. A soak- 
ing rain fell much of the morning, 
the Cleveland players arrived here 
from Boston some two hours behind 
train schedule, and Commissioner A. 
B. (Happy) Chandler was undecided 
whether to let the party begin a 
few minutes before game time.
